The cause which led 
to this great strife may be mainly 
German'lust of power, but not 
entirely. ‘Our own past” history 
has many stains. . Before Aug. 
1914 it looked as though we 
thought more of our comfort and 
our pleasure than of our duty and 
our “mission; and ‘ever since 
the war began.there has not 
been in, all of ‘us the spirit 
of sacrifice and service, considera- 
tion and co-operation there 
should have been. We must not 
measure ourselves by our enemies 
or by otirselves but our great Ex- 
ample, Christ... And then we are 
constrained to:see our sbortcom- 
ings. We may come to avy 
earthly tribunal with our heads 
erect and 4 feeling that we are 
not as these Germans, but when 
we really approach God, the 
infinitely only one who scans 
our secret thoughtr, we feel we 
must acknowledge our sins .and 
say; as the poor publican, “God 
he merciful tous ‘sinners.”.
